THE  COIN  YEAR  OF  1955

One  year  in  every  so  many  years 
of  coin  collecting  you  might  get  a 
bonanza  vear.  Such  a  year  was  the 
\ear  1955.  If  you  will  think  back 
you  will  he  reminded  that  this  was 
the  year  that  President  Eisenhower, 
by  a  presidential  decree,  closed  the 
San  Francisco  mint  after  it  had  made 
a  very  few  coins  for  that  year.  This 
of  course  made  the  San  Francisco 
coins  scarce  and  high  in  price.  Presi¬ 
dent  Eisenhower  gave  as  his  reason 
for  closing  the  San  Francisco  mint  it* 
high  cost  of  production  on  coins.  It 
was  claimed  that  cents  produced  at 
Denver  cost  only  75c  per  thousand 
whereby  $1.17  was  the  cost  of  San 
Francisco  cents.  Likewise  the  Denver 
nickels  cost  $1.64  per  thousand  to 
mint  compared  with  $3.29  on  the 
same  amount  from  San  Francisco.  So 
it  might  he  assumed  the  closing  of 
the  San  Francisco  mint  was  done  as 
an  economy  factor  ori  the  part  of  the 
government.  Coins  had  been  minted 
at  San  Francisco  prior  to  this  closure 
for  a  period  of  105  years. 

The  loss  of  this  one  mint  and  the 
rapidly  rising  economy  of  the  nation 
created  a  demand  for  more  coins 
than  the  Philadelphia  and  Denver 
mints  could  produce.  So  after  being 
closed  for  ten  years  again  in  1963 
it  was  reopened  for  the  production 
of  much  needed  coins  for  commerce. 
The  mint  mark  “S"  was  left  off  the 
coins  minted  here  during  the  years 
of  1965,66,  and  1967,  but  in  the 
year  1968,  Miss  Eva  Adams.  Director 
of  the  U.S.  Mint,  ordered  the  mint 
mark  restored  on  all  coins  minted 
except  Philadelphia  which  ls  tradi¬ 
tionally  made  with  no  mint  mark. 

In  the  year  1955,  the  closing  of 
this  San  Francisco  mint  produced 
some  short  mintages  on  “S”  mint 
coins  that  we  are  all  aware  of  in  our 


buying  of  coins  minted  in  this  year, 
or  in  assembling  our  sets  of  coins  re¬ 
quiring  San  Francisco  minted  coins. 

The  1955-S  cent  with  a  produc¬ 
tion  figure  of  44.610,000  is  one  of  the 
hardest  of  all  cents  to  find  of  recent 
dates  in  circulation.  I  have  found 
that  in  selling  cents  to  customers  for 
the  number  two  books  of  Lincoln 
cents,  the  55-S  cent  is  the  first  coin 
asked  for.  You  will  find  that  the 
1955-S  cent  is  the  lowest  in  mintage 
in  the  cent  series  since  1939.  Supply 
and  demand  means  that  this  cent  is 
a  good  investment  item  for  those  in¬ 
terested.  In  1964  this  cent  was  priced 
at  $40.00  a  roll  of  50  coins,  while  to¬ 
day  you  can  buy  a  roll  for  around 
$15.  When  interest  in  copper  coinage 
is  renewed  you  will  find  that  this 
roll  of  cents  is  a  good  investment. 

You  may  find  also  if  you  are 
lucky  and  an  error  collector  that  there 
was  a  broken  die  used  that  caused 
the  Lib-i-erty  cent  to  reach  circula¬ 
tion.  These  are  now  selling  at  around 
$1.00  to  error  collectors. 

The  best  cent  in  1955  valuewise 
however  is  the  1955  double  strike 
that  came  out  of  the  Philadelphia 
mint.  Speculation  is  that  the  large 
demand  for  cents  and  the  closing  of 
the  San  Francisco  mint  threw  pres¬ 
sure  on  manpower,  die  use  and  a  lack 
in  inspections  at  Philadelphia  and 
quite  a  few  of  these  cents  reached 
circulation  More  recently  the  spec¬ 
ulation  is  that  the  engraver  did  this 
purposely,  wanting  to  tell  the  world 
that  Lincoln  was  doubly  important 
Despite  the  lack  of  interest  at  the 
present  time  in  copper  cents  these 
double  strike  cents  have  held  their 
place  as  a  high  priced  coin  and  are 
presently  selling  at  around  $350.00 
uncirculated.  This  rarity  and  high 
price  makes  the  ‘55  double  strike  a 
key  coin  in  the  cent  series. 

There  were  only  two  5-cent  nickels 
minted  in  1955,  at  Denver  and 
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Philadelphia  with  none  being  minted 
at  Sun  Francisco.  Tire  Denver  mint 
made  almost  75  million  while  Phila¬ 
delphia  only  made  8-1/4  million. 
This  is  the  lowest  mintage  on  nickels 
in  the  last  29  years.  Thus  the  55 
Philadelphia  nickel  remains  as  a  semi- 
key  in  the  nickel  series. 

This  same  year  1955  saw  silver 
Roosevelt  dimes  minted  at  all  three 
mints.  Being  made  of  silver  they 
were  very  popular  with  all  collectors. 
The  mintage  of  12.8  million  Phila¬ 
delphia,  13.9  million  from  Denver. 
18.5  million  at  San  Francisco.  When 
compared  with  today's  high  mintage 
figures  on  dimes,  it  makes  them  all 
semi-keys  in  the  Roosevelt  set. 

Another  key  coin  was  minted  this 
t  ear  of  1955  at  Denver  in  the  1955-D 
quarter.  Since  it  had  a  mintage  of 
little  over  3  million  coins  in  a  year 
that  San  Francisco  made  none,  it 
forced  55-D  quartern  into  circulation. 
Philadelphia  quarters  were  minted 
but  when  the  18  million  made  is  com¬ 
pared  with  today’s  mintage  on  quart¬ 
ers  you  will  see  it  is  small  in  com¬ 
parison.  They  are  silver  also  and 
many  have  disappeared  from  cir¬ 
culation  and  have  been  melted. 

The  1955  half  dollar  has  the  dis¬ 
tinction  of  being  the  lone  half  for 
this  year,  as  it  was  only  minted  at 
Philadelphia.  Being  of  silver  and 
with  a  mintage  of  only  2  million  876 
thousand  you  may  be  forced  to  buy 
one  for  your  Franklin  half  set.  So 
many  were  held  by  collectors  in  un¬ 
circulated  condition  that  there  is  a 
very  small  difference  between  the 
price  on  circulated  and  uncirculated 
55  halves.  Comparing  the  mintage  of 
just  under  3  million  with  the  1963-D 
half  of  67  million  you  can  see  why 
it  is  scarce. 

In  the  1955  half  dollar  you  may 
also  find  a  mint  error  that  is  in  de¬ 
mand,  the  Bugs  Bunny  half.  A  die 
break  on  the  obverse  caused  Franklin 
to  have  an  extreme  case  of  buck  teeth 


that  is  scarce  and  commands  a  high¬ 
er  price  when  sold  to  error  collectors. 

When  Philadelphia  coins  will  bring 
higher  prices  you  can  naturally  ex¬ 
pect  the  proof  sets  of  the  same  year 
made  m  Philadelphia  to  be  a  premium 
set.  Also  the  mintage  figure  of  only 
378  thousand  proofs  made  there  is 
indicative  of  a  shortage  that  raises 
its  value.  The  year  of  1955  was  the 
star  too  that  a  change  was  made  in 
the  package  which  proofs  were  sent 
cut  to  collectors.  The  first  part  of  the 
t  ear  1955  the  proof  coins  were  placed 
each  in  a  cello  envelope  and  stapled 
together.  The  cello  was  easily  toni 
and  the  staple  would  rust-all  of 
which  was  very  unsatisfactory  fur 
storage.  The  coins  were  then  placed 
in  a  small  square  box.  The  latter  part 
of  the  year  packaging  was  changed 
and  each  coin  was  sealed  separately 
from  the  others  in  plastic.  This 
method  of  packaging  was  and  is 
called  the  flat  pack  and  dealers  make 
a  distinction  in  their  pricing  with  the 
flat  pack  being  priced  slightly  higher. 
This  flat  pack  method  was  not 
changed  until  1965. 

New  collector  of  proofs  most  gen¬ 
erally  start  with  certain  dates  and 
the  1955  proofs  sell  for  $20.00  to 
$25.00  a  set.  With  the  3  million  sets 
being  minted  now  the  3/4  million 
sets  of  1955  seems  extremely  small. 

In  coin  collecting  the  year  1955 
is  the  magic  year.  A  vear  of  short 
mintage,  the  year  the  San  Francisco 
mint  closed,  the  year  of  two  oddities, 
a  year  when  proof  coin  packages  was 
chan  ged  and  a  vear  that  we  mav  not 
see  equaled  in  interest  for  sears  to 
come.

Exhibit  chairman  all  over  the  state 
have  been  able  to  call  on  The  Joplin 
Family  for  displays,  as  Mrs.  Joplin 
and  David,  Jr.,  also  are  active  partici¬ 
pants  in  most  of  the  show’s. 

“Jop”  has  cluttered  his  home  with 
many  awards,  but  his  favorite  tro¬ 
phies  are  those  he’s  taken  home  with 
his  very  simple  exhibit  of  only  two 
foreign  coins,  the  Lundy  puffin  and 
half-puffin. 

At  Austin’s  September  show,  the 
Joplin  display  of  "ancients”  attracted 
attention.  All  its  coins  were  labeled 
“Replicas”  (which  they  were)  and, 
because  they  were  so  identified  in  the 
exhibit  as  being  replicas,  the  display 
was  elgiible  to  enter  competition. 
That’s  something  for  other  exhibitors 
to  remember,  especially  the  juniors, 
who  can’t  afford  a  collection  of 
genuine  coins.  If  they’re  fakes,  just 
label  them  as  being  such,  and  the 
judges  will  go  along  with  the  scoring 
as  outlined  on  the  TNA  judges’  scor¬ 


ing  sheet. 

Last  June,  the  Levelland  Daih 
Sun  News  gave  “Jop”  two  news 
columns,  picturing  him  holding  the 
attractive  plaque  with  which  the 
Levelland  Coin  &  Stamp  Club  had 
surprised  him  as  an  appreciation  for 
l.is  presidency  of  the  club.  Vice  Presi¬ 
dent  previously  of  the  LC&SC,  “Jop” 
also  holds  membership  in  the  Lamb 
Countv  Coin  Club  and  the  Sout.'i 
Plains  Coin  Club. 

Most  men  are  luckv  to  have  even 
one  good  hobby,  but  “Jop”  has  two 
.  .  .  antiques  being  the  other.  And 
then  he  has  time  to  go  fishing,  and 
to  attend  baseball  games.  When  he 
has  time  for  his  filling  station  busi¬ 
ness  is  beyond  us!

JUNIOR  REAPIN'  ROUNDUP

On  the  morning  of  Sunday,  Sep 
tember  13,  1970.  I  attended  the  semi¬ 
annual  meeting  of  the  TXA  Board. 
This  meeting  is  held  following  the 
Awards  Breakfast  at  the  Austin  Mone> 
Mart,  and  is  normally  the  only  time 
that  the  Board  convenes  other  than 
during  the  TNA  convention.  As  an 
appointed  rather  than  an  elected  of¬ 
ficer  of  TNA,  I  do  not  have  a  vote 
and  I  can  onlv  make  suggestions  to 
the  Board.  During  the  time  I  have 
held  this  office  the  members  of  th<* 
Board  have  been  most  helpful  and 
cooperative,  and  this  time  was  no 
exception.  Although  it  requires  an 
amendment  to  the  Constitution  and 
By-Laws,  I  suggested  that  the  mini¬ 
mum  age  for  junior  members  be 
lowered  to  nine;  the  present  mini¬ 
mum  age  is  eleven.  A  motion  to  this 
effect  was  made  and  seconded,  and 
the  Board  unanimously  decided  that 
such  a  change  in  the  Constitution  and 
By-Laws  should  be  prepared  and 
printed  in  the  “TNA  NEWS.”  The 
membership  of  TNA  must  now  make 
the  final  decision  by  voting  for  or 
against  this  amendment. 

It  is  mv  earnest  hope,  and  desire 
that  such  an  amendment  be  passed 
and  thaat,  consequently,  we  will  be 
seeing  more  and  more  new  junior 
members  coming  into  TNA.  It  has 
been  my  experience  that  most  young¬ 
sters  become  really  interested  in  col 
lecting  at  the  age  of  nine.  This  ma\ 
result  partly  from  the  number  of  boys 
and  girls  who  enter  Scouting  at  th  it 
age.  Although  a  number  of  young 
people  begin  to  find  other  interests 
during  their  teen  years,  and  tend  to 
drift  away  from  collecting,  it  seems 
to  stick  with  them  to  some  extent  and 


many  of  them  return  to  the  hobbv  ii 
later  years. 

I  ;un  certain  there  are  many  clubs 
that,  like  the  Alamo  Coin  Club,  have* 
no  minimum  age  limit  for  juniors. 
One  of  the  Board  members  suggested 
this  possibility  for  junior  members  of 
TNA;  however,  the  majority  of  us 
agreed  that,  for  the  present  at  least, 
the  minimum  age  should  simply  be 
lowered.  There  are  a  great  number  of 
difficulties,  which  I  will  not  take  time 
t )  discuss  in  this  particular  column 
that  can  arise  from  completely  remov¬ 
ing  the  age  limit  —  especially  in  a 
state-level  organization. 

No  doubt  many  of  you  know 
youngsters  who  will  qualify  for  mem¬ 
bership  when  the  amendment  i; 
passed.  I  certainly  hope  that  vou  will 
encourage  them  to  join  and,  most  of 
all,  to  be  active  members.  Your 
organization,  any  organization,  is  onl\ 
as  strong  as  its  members.
